‘The same 
may, in truth, be asserted of the Grecian empire ; | 
each of the three representations, although they | 
clearly refer to that empire, give us something new | 
as they proceed. ‘The same is also true of the 
Roman empire, in each of the three descriptions 
in the prophecy of Daniel. No man can prove 
that Daniel had any view of either of those gov- 
ernments, in either of those visions, that he has 
not recorded as a part of that vision. 

In the vision of the second chapter he saw the | 
strength of the Roman power marked by the legs | 
of iron in the image, v. 33, and its final weakness | 
produced by their mingling themselves with the | 
seed of men, v. 43, or with other nations, repre- | 
sented by the feet and toes of the image, part of | 
iron, and part of clay, which manifested that the | 
empire was partly strong, and partly weak. The 
feet and toes are mentioned merely to show the 
state of the empire at the time of setting up of the | 


gospel kingdom, and not to mark the future divis. | 
ion of the empire into ten horns, or kingdoms. | 
The only way we know that the image had ten | 
toes, is, that it was a perfect human image; for | 
it is not said there were ten toes, and there is no | 
reason to believe that anything more was meant 
by the toes of this image, in respect to future di- | 
visions of the Roman empire, than was meant by | 
the fingers in respect to the Median and Persian. | 
Daniel in this vision had no knowledge of the or- | 
igin or extent of the Roman empire, or any of the 
various forms of its governments; and to say he | 
had, is adding to the word of God the vain and | 
frivolous conjectures of a fanciful mind. 

The stone which he saw plucked out of the | 
mountain without hands, which evidently repre- | 
sented the gospel kingdom, showed by the part of | 
the image smitten, that that kingdom should be |

A Good Rule for reading the Bible: 

It would be a good rule to observe in reading 
the Bible, to disregard as much as possible the di- 
This division is 
entirely arbitrary, and often injurious, separating 
what should remain in close connexion, and ren: 
dering obscure what if left in its original state 
would have been plain. ‘This remark is true of 
the chapters, but is still more important in its ap. 
plication to the verses, as these not only occut 
more frequently, but seem to have been introdu- 
ced in most cases without any regard to the sense 
or connexion of the passage. In the Epistles this 
evil is felt more than in any other part of the Bi- 
ble, because from the nature of the composition, 
and particularly ftom the character of the apos- 
tolic letters, any division not founded on an tin: 
derstanding of the writer’s purpose atid plan must 
only disfigure and darken his work. The Epis: 
tles contain elaborate argument, the force of 
which is lost by a distribution into independent 
propositions ; they abound in the language of 
strong feeling, which should not be weakened by 
an artificial arrangement.

This was one 
inconvenience. We have gone to the opposité 
extreme. In reading, we should, if possible, over: 
look these interruptions of the sense. 

A copy of the Bible, in which the chapters and 
verses were noted in the margin, but not separa- 
ted in the text, would be preferablé to those in 
common use. 

In using our contmon Bibles, we may by a lit: 
tle effort learn to disregard a division, whith is 
useful only for purposes of reference. We can 
read ‘right on’ of pausé in the midst of one of 
these sections, as shall seem to us most accordant 
with the meaning of the writer; and when we 
have learned thus to read the Bible, we shall find

off; and has ceased to exert its enervating influ-

tion of men, may aid the ministry, effectually, in 
spreading the Gospel at home andabroad. 
Resolved, That this meeting rejoice in the high 
evangelical characterof the Society’s publications, 
and their adaptation to the wants of the present 
generation of men; and in what the society has 
done, and is doing, to withstand the influence of 
a corrupt press, and to aid in furnishing for our 
own and foreign landsa practical, evangelical lit- 
erature. 

Resolved, That the providence of God seems

By the brig Philip Hone, Capt. Perry, which arrived at 
this port yesterday, in 90 days from Valparaiso, we have 
considerably later intelligence from Valparaiso and Co- 
quimbo, The accounts from the interior of Chili are very 
uncertain, as there are no means of communication. The 
people in the country, are almost continually at war with 
each other.

An account of this reached the Governor at 
Valparaiso, who immediately sent a body of troops to restore 
order. The cause of this outbreak is said to be some relig- 
ious feud. In the Province of Coquimbo, there are great 
difficulties with the Buenos Ayreans in the Province of Cat- 
emarea, who are continually making encroachments and 
destroying cattle, horses, &c., and immediately retreating 
into the mountains within their own borders. These dep- 
redations have become so frequent, that although peace has 
been declared, the Chilians have collected a great force and 
threaten to march without delay, unless satisfaction is 
promptly given.

He sent for his brother, who remained with him 
through the afternoon; he also desired the attendance of a 
clergyman. During the first few hours he wept much, but 
this emotion afterward gave way, we learn, to an appear- 
ance of wildness bordering on insanity. To prevent his 
self.destruction, he will be kept shackled antil the day of 
his execution ; and no one will be admitted to see him ex- 
cept in presence of the keeper of the prison.—N. Y. Tri- 
bune, Nov. 14.

One blow now may 
be worth fifty a few years hence; and we know 
not when our friends in the ministry could plead 
the cause of God to a bleeding world, with such 
obvious propriety, or with equal prospects of suc.
